Gratftey, entered the 
city. 

Captain Grafftey, son of Alderman 
Grafftey, of Westmount, in a letter 
to his father, states that he was thus 
the first Britisher to enter Mons 
since the days of the historic retreat 
in 1914. He had been wounded at 
Courcelette in September, 1916, but 
returned to his battalion as soon as 
he recovered. 

“Following the entry of the 3rd 
Division in force, a proclamation to 
the people of Mons was issued by | 
the commander, a copy of which has:

After Arras came 
Vimy Ridge on April 9th, 1917. Thu 
objective of the 42nd was to the right 
of Hill 145. The battalion reached 
this half an hour after jumping oft 
although conditions were not fayor- 
able owing to the heavy sleet whioh 
was falling. In less «Бап three 
hours they were ablo to report that 
they had their lino well consolldateu 
and more pirsoners had fallen to the 
kilted men from Montreal than they 
had casualties, All through the day 
the 42nd held on, suftering from an 
enfilading fire from Hill 145 but 
never finching, until that evening 
the Fourth Division took tho posi- 
tion that was bothering them. 
At Passchaendaele. 


In October, 1917, the 42nd Dattal- 
ion found itself with Its division ut 


Passchaendaele. Tho Highlanders 
Were one of the attacking units, to 
the North East and after heavy 


fighting over the muddiest ground 
thoy had yet encountored, they wera 
able to gain the main German trench 
Just outsido the shattered village, 
It was the objective that was needed 
for the phaso of tho attack and on 
thelr rellef by men of the First Divi- 
ston the capture of the town which 
Imperial and Australlans had aw 
tempted to tako three times was

completed. The battalion bad again 
suffered heavily in driving the Ger- 
mans out of the pill-boxes which 
dotted the crest at Mcetcheale, but 
the position gained gave the sup- 
porting battalions an ideal placa 
from which to make the final assault 
on the coveted ро of rulas. 

Back Beforo Lena. 


In November the battalion was 
back again before Lens and lator, 
with the rest of the Corps, It faded 
into oblivion, that period when the 
Canadlans underwent the open flght- 
Ing training which was later to stand 
them in such good stead. The day 
before the attack at Amicns on Au- 
gust Sth, 1918, the Highlanders were 
moved up to the support lines of the 
First Diviston whi was to have 
the honor of jumping off. On the 
third day of the attack, when victory 
was so complete it neoded vigorous 
following up to make it a rout for 
the Germans, the Third Division with 
it the 42nd wont into the attack at 
Le Quesnoy. The village was storm- 
ой and the thrust in which the High- 
landers took part after this was the 
spearhead of the great battle, plerc- 
ing the enemy's disorganized line for 
several miles. 
Hindenburg Line. 
Then came tho breaking of the 
Drocourt-Queant section of the Нш- 
denburg system and agaln the 
Highlanders were at grips with the 
Huns. Petit Fontaine and St Olles, 
two little villages strongly held by 
(ва Huns fell to thelr charges. On 
Octobor Ist the Seventh Brigade was 
In front of Cambral and to the High- 
landers went the honor of being tne 
first troops in that town. In the 
street fighting that ensued thoy kM- 
ed hundreds of Huns and came 
through with light casualties. The 
battalion was in the heavy fighting 
at ТШоу and the platenu beyond 
where they cleaned up scores of ma- 
chino gun neats іп thelr advance 
with the whippet tanks. 
In what might be called the lels- 
urely fighting to Valenciennes and 
Mons the Highlanders did their share 
but were in no particularly spectacu- 
lar fighting and when the armistice 
was declared they went forward 
again at full strength to hold спец 
place on the Rhine.
